beloved Counſcllors, We Greet you well. The earncſt deſire We have 
of bringing all the Counſels and Deliberations of Our Parliament to a 
happy Cloſe, and with as general fatisfaGtion as poſlible, moves Us upon 
ſome very ſcrious Conſiderations, to ſtop their Proceedings tor a very 
j1ort time, until ſome Matters betore them be ſo Preparcd, and ſome In- 
ercſts ſo Adjuſted, as their Unanimity thereaiter may encourage all 
good Mcn, and diſappoint thoſe, who being as well Enemics to Our 
Parliament, as to Us,place much of their vain hopes upon apparent Divi- 
{10ns amongſt them. If Our Afﬀairs here had allowed Our Prelence with 
them, as We once defigned, We ſhould have judged this worthy of Our 
immediat endeavours; But in Our abſence We have reccommended to the 
Lord Melv:ll, Our Commiſſioner ( in whoſe Fidclity to Us, unſtained af- 
tection to Religion, and to the National Intereſt, Our Parliament, as 
well as We, may juſtly confide) to rake fuch methods for removing 
theſe Evils, with their Cauſes, as may beſt conduce to prepare Matters 
for thcir Conſideration, and bring Our good Subjcets to that Concord 
and Unity in Our Service, as ſhall make, We hope, that Mecting to be 
called, The happy and healing Parliament. We therefore Require you 
forthwith to Adjourn the Meeting of Our Parliament, from the Twenty 
ſeventh day of March Inſtant, to the Fifteenth Day of April thereafter, 
and to Iſſue forth a Proclamation in Our Names, Continuing and Ad- 
Journing Our Parliament to the ſaid Day; and Requiring all the Mem- 
bers thereof, to be preſent then in the uſual Manner, at the accuſtomed 
Place, and under the Certifications appointed by Our Laws. For do- 
Ing whercof, this ſhall be to Our Commiſſioner, and tg you a ſufficient 
Warrand; And fo we bid you heartily Farewel.
